resurrected, again Honoring those who served 


Developer on scene to takeover project

WILMINGTON - Residents 
have walked this road before, 
but with the ups and downs of 
the real estate market, the 
development of 40B projects 
has been problematic. A new 
development company has 
come on the scene to take 
over what was once known as 
Crystal Commons with plans 
to build apartments at the 
junction of Routes 38 and 62. 

‘The Federated Companies, 
located in Boston and Miami, 
are a privately held property 
development and manage- 
ment firm looking to develop 
the 1l.5-acre parcel at 10 
Burlington Avenue, the for- 
mer site of Diamond Crystal 
Salt. 

After being sold, the site 
was intended for an ice cream 
factory before it began the 
40B process. The term ‘40B’

refers to Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 40B, 
which mandates that all 
municipalities in the 
Commonwealth set aside a 
minimum of 10 percent of its 
housing stock as affordable. 

The site has languished 
since Diamond Crystal closed 
down its operations around 
1999. Several years ago, 


for, 108 luxury condominiums 
under the state’s 40B regula- 
tions. As a 40B development, 
at least 25 percent of the own- 
ership units must be priced 
affordably. When 
Wilmington’s Board of 
Appeals approved the project 
30 units - a little more than 
the required 25 percent - were 
designated as affordable. The

However, user-based cus- 
tomization will allow the 
recipient to receive alerts 
using various means of com- 
munication, including home 
telephone, cell phone, text 
message, email, TTY devices, 
secondary phones, etc. 

People may also add up to 
five different addresses of 
places important to them in 
order to receive geographi- 
cally-based notification for 
those areas. Most important- 
ly, this will ensure the correct 
information is entered into 
the system and the data is as 
complete as possible. 

Citizens or businesses inter- 
ested in this service may 
reach the Opt-in portal page 
by going to the Wilmington 
Police Website, www.wpd.org, 
or the Town of Wilmington 
website, www.town.wilming- 
ton.ma.us, and clicking on 
the Citizen Alert Notification 
Sign up button, which will 
take you directly to the sign 
up page. The sign up page 
also includes information to 
walk you through the sign up 
process as well as Frequently 
Asked Questions. 

Those who do not have 
Internet access may go to the 
Wilmington Memorial 
Library where they may get 
assistance registering with 
the system through the 
library’s computers. 

All residents and businesses 
are strongly urged to register 
with the system. Those who

a hiatus, halted due to budget 
cits. Robert Knorr, director 
of the Environmental 
Epidemiology Program at 
the Bureau of Environmental 
Health explained that the 
childhood cancer study, sus- 
pended in 2008 due to FY09 
cuts and extended into 2010, 
needs just $20,000 to com- 
plete the project. On the pre- 
sent course, Knorr estimated 
a final draft of the study 
would be complete by sum- 
mer 2012. 

A question raised by a 
member of the news media 
asked whether the Olin 
Corporation had been 
approached to foot the 
remainder of the bill to finish 
up the study. Officials, 
including an Olin representa- 
tive at the meeting but not 
speaking to the public, indi- 
cated that they would take 
the information back to Olin. 
However, sponsorship by one 
of the Potentially 
Responsible Parties might 
well call into question the 
results, should the study con- 
clude that no relationship 
exists between the cancer 
cluster and the contamina- 
tion of the Olin site. 

The Olin site, located at 51 
Eames Street, has under- 
gone numerous studies from 
the late 1980's to 2005, includ- 
ing soil and sediment sam- 
ples, surface water samples, 
and ground water samples 
from 120 monitoring wells. 
Prior Olin and Mass 
Department of 
Environmental Protection 


(DEP) clean-ups have 
included removal of tanks 
and drums of manufactured 
waste, installing a landfill 
cap, a slurry wall contain- 
ment area, creating a con- 
servation area, and excavat- 
ing sludge from lagoons, pits, 
and drainage ditches. 

The EPA began further 
study several years ago to 
plug data gaps, to narrow the 
list of 242 contaminants to 
those that pose the greatest 
risk, and to determine the 
extent of the plume. 

The EPA approved a settle- 
ment with Potentially 
Responsible Parties (PRP) 
on June 28, 2007 identifying 
the Olin Corporation, which 
owned the site from 1980 to 
the present, the Stepan 
Company, which owned from 
1968 to 1980, and American 
Biltrite, Inc, which owned the 
property prior to 1980. 

The agreement requires the 
PRP’s to perform the 
Remedial 
Investigation/Feasibility 
Study (RI/FS) as well as the 
EPA oversight for the study 
and research of the site. It is 
not an agreement to clean up 
the site. 

A work plan was conducted 
in August 2007 that initiated 
the construction of Plant B 
on the site to recover chemi- 
cals, the slurry wall and cap, 
and the pilot of the DAPL 
(Dense Aqueous Phase 
Liquids) containment and 
removal. A focused remedial 
investigation report was 
completed in October 2007, 
which compiled all the data, 


evaluations, and risk assess- 
ments to that point. 

Finally, a RI/FS work plan 
was written in 2008 - 2009 
identifying three distinct 
goals: to determine the full 
nature and extent of contam- 
ination, to quantify the 
human health and ecological 
risks, and to evaluate reme- 
dial alternatives. 

Included are three 
study areas called OU 1, OU 
2, and OU 3 - where OU 
stands for Operable Unit. OU 
1 studies the Olin property 
with the exception of the 
groundwater, OU 2 studies 
off-property sediment and 
surface water, and OU 3 
examines ll impacted 
groundwater. 

A total of 242 chemicals 
have already been identified 
on the site. 

Cynthia Woods of Avatar 
Environmental, Inc spoke 
about the soil work done in 
2009- 2010. Woods looked at 
134 surface soil samples, 77 
soil borings, and up to 242 
analyses per sample. 

Of that study, eight chemi- 
cals have been identified as 
most concerning - including 
trimethylpentenes; a chemi- 
cal added to gasoline to 
reduce engine knock that can 
cause kidney problems, 
benzo(a)pyrene; a byproduct 
of combustion and a known 
mutagenic carcinogen that 
was found at 100 times the 
screening value on the site. 
Hydrazine, a foaming agent 
used in rocket fuel and fuel 
cells, was found on the site, 
as well as arsenic, and hexa- 
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valent chromium, thou 
further tests are needed to’ 
determine extent of chro 

um contamination. Srack 

Later this month off-prop-' 
erty surface water and sedi-, 
ment sampling will begirt, 
looking at 242 chemicals in, 
drainage areas to the west 
and east utilizing 24 sample 
locations. 

Groundwater —_ sampling. 
began in July 2010 with 207. 
existing monitoring wells 
and 15 to 20 new wells await- 
ing installation. A second 
sampling began in October, ; 
but results are slow; July’s 
results will be ready jin 
January. 

Of the 225 total monitoring. 
wells, about half are located. 
on the Olin property, and 
half are off the property in 
order to measure the extent, 
of the plume. : 

Olin is also paying for pri- 
vate well sampling on the: 
Maple Meadows Brook, 
Butters Row area. NDMA,) 
another major contaminant: 
contributing to the closure of 
the wells, has been identified: 
in two wells on Cook Avenue:' 
Selectman Michael McCoy: 
asked Ford if the plume is 
encroaching on private prop- 
erty. 

Ford said that some low’ 
level contamination at resi- 
dential areas has been found: 
recently. Olin is adding mon-' 
itoring wells and will supply: 
bottled water to those affect-

our liberties,” said O'Brien.

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Caffeinated alcohol beverage getting plenty of attention

A caffeinated alcoholic beverage receiving nationwide atten- 
tion in recent weeks is showing up at parties in Middlesex East 
communities, and police officers are placing the product on 
their radar when responding. 

Four Loko, which promoters describe as a “premium 24- 
ounce caffeinated alcohol beverage,” has been banned in sever- 
al states and comes under the scrutiny of federal watchdogs, fol- 
lowing an incident in Washington state last month where nine 
freshmen students at Central Washington University were sick- 
ened and hospitalized for alcohol poisoning after allegedly con- 
suming the beverage known as ‘Blackout in a Can, at an off- 
campus party. (Published police reports say some of the stu- 
dents had blood alcohol levels higher than .3, which can be 
lethal). Students were also hospitalized following a party at 
Ramapo College in New Jersey. 

‘The drink has begun to pop up in area police logs in recent 
weeks, 

“We have seen it here,” said Officer Thomas Hatch, Drug 
Recognition Expert and School Resource Officer for the North 
Reading Police Department. “Some of the kids have been talk- 
ing about it, or asking about it, saying they don’t know what it 
is, or that they have heard of it. 

It’s so new that some officers may not even realize it’s an 
alcoholic drink during a traffic stop, because of the way the can

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looks. But I have heard that it has shown up at parties here, and 
we're trying to make people more aware of it.” 

“We have had one instance where we found one here in 
Reading,” said Sgt. Det. Mark Segalla of the Reading Police. 
“As a department we are becoming more aware of it, but when 
you look quickly at it it’s easy to mistake it for a regular ener- 
gy drink.” 

Phusion, the maker of Four Loco, has a website that talks 
about the benefits of its products. To enter the website, you must 
enter a birth date showing you are over 21. 

Once in the site, there is a product locator tool with the tag 
line “see which stores in your area are cool enough to carry 
Loko.” A search revealed that stores in Woburn, Stoneham, and 
Burlington all carry the product. 

In the past year, the Reading Coalition Against Substance 
Abuse (RCAS), and Reading Memorial High School have 
increased their education regarding these products including 
workshops and informational displays. Parents are encouraged 
to talk with their teens and young adults about the potential 
dangers of these pre-mixed products such as Four Loko. 

According to a local student, “this product seems designed to 
just get you drunk and I don’t think teens really know enough 
about the issues of mixing alcohol and this much caffeine.” 

The drink is sold at multiple locations in the Middlesex East 
area, but that could change as soon as next week. 

The Massachusetts Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission 
(ABCC) announced Tuesday that it plans to file an emergency 
regulation on Monday, November 22, regulating the sale of cer- 
tain alcoholic beverages, including alcohol energy drinks that 
contain stimulants such as caffeine, guarana and other herbal 
or chemical stimulants. 

Such beverages like Four Loko and all other similar products 
would be banned unless they meet the requirements of 
Massachusetts State Law and the conditions set by the ABCC. 

Alcoholic energy drinks, like Four Loko classify themselves 
as malt beverages. The ABCC feels this classification may be 
misleading consumers about the true contents of the products 
being sold. The emergency regulation clarifies that no malt bev- 
erages can be sold in Massachusetts if they include alcohol, caf- 
feine, guarana, taurine, gingko biloba, ginseng, or other herbal 
stimulant or chemical stimulant. 

As a result of the ABCC's clarification, the importation and 
manufacturing of these products would cease immediately in 
Massachusetts. Vendors who have licenses to sell wine and malt 

would be prohibited from selling these products. 
Products such as alcohol energy drinks, which contain certain 
ingredients, would need to be relabeled to reflect the correct

classification, and repackaged in a resealable container. 

"The ABCC recognized the serious public safety questions 
that have been raised about alcoholic drinks like Four Loko and 
has reviewed the matter thoroughly," said Kim Gainsboro, 
Chairman of the ABCC. "Four Loko is not a malt beverage 
under Massachusetts State Law and therefore cannot be sold, 
labeled, or packaged as a malt beverage." 

The Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission sent an adviso- 
ry to the local licensing authorities last Friday informing them 
that the agency was evaluating the situation. Trade representa- 
tives of licensed wholesalers and retailers were informed 
Tuesday of the ABCC’s intention to issue an emergency regula- 
tion. The emérgency regulations being discussed could go into 
effect as soon as next Monday, November 22 

If Four Loko existed when the classic college movie ‘Animal 
House’ was made, Dean Vernon Wormer's classic speech to 
Flounder may instead have read, “Buzzed, drunk and full of 
energy is no way to go through life, son.” 

Hypothetically, if sameone has two to three Four Lokos in an 
hour, they've just chugged 12 to 18 drinks. That's because hav- 
ing a 23.5 ounce can of Four Loko is equivalent to drinking four 
to five beers. Each can contains 12 percent alcohol and around 
156 milligrams of caffeine. 

While coffee is often used as a quick way to sober up, feder- 
al health officials warn that instead caffeine can hide the alco- 
hol’s effect, causing users to underestimate how drunk they 
really are, which in turn can lead to excess drinking. It’s a state 
of mind termed “wide-awake drunk,” according to some 
Facebook fans of the drink. 

On the “last thing I remember was opening the +loko” fan 
page on Facebook (which at last count had close to 6,500 fans), 
consumers of the drink relate various experiences, including 
“The first time i drank 4loko. I gave a girl two tattoos...i never 
tatted before that night;” “I got tackled by the cops during a 4 
hr blackout, and lost my brand new droid all in the same night; 
” and “Drank 2 of them in record time and was on ambien... I

“UNSTOPPABLE” WELL-MADE ACTION FILM 


“UNSTOPPABLE STARS DENZEL Vieatingion and 
Chris Pine, two railroad employees, and their attempt to 
stop a runaway train without a conductor from causing a 
disaster in a rural Pennsylvania town. 


“UNSTOPPABLE” 
GRADE: 


There’s a freight train 
rolling along without a con- 
ductor in rural 
Pennsylvania, and it’s gain- 
ing speed - and that’s the 
right word here, ‘Speed’ as 
this disaster film starring 
Denzel Washington and Star 
Trek’s Chris Pine plays like 
a worthy followup to that 
film starring Keanu Reeves 
and Sandra Bullock. 

Of course the train 
(which in essence is a long, 
long missile) is headed 
right for the town where 
Washington’s daughters 
work and where Pine’s 
estranged wife and son live, 
and its carrying toxic chem- 
icals. Can they they team up 
to stop it, before it unleash- 
es certain death hundreds, 
maybe thousands? 

That's the premise of this 
well-made action film about 
a heroic attempt by two 
railroad employees to stop a 


runaway train. The story is 
based in part on a real 2001 
runaway train incident in 
northeastern Ohio, which 
had an outcome similar to, 
but nowhere near as dra- 
matic and tense, as the tale 
told in this film. 

Director Tony Scott is 
back with Denzel, after pre- 
vioulsy making films like 
Crimson Tide, Man on Fire, 
Déja Vu, and last year’s 
train movie, The Taking of 
Pelham 1 2 3, together. 

Washington has played 
this part so many times he 
could do it in his sleep, but 
that doesn’t mean he does- 
n't pull it off effectively. 

Pine plays Will Colson, 
the new hire in the train 
yard with something to 
prove. 

Overall the movie works. 
It is a good action movie 
with solid acting by all the 
main players. 

Dawson's performance 
was particularly good, in a 
star-caliber role she doesn’t

Due to skyrocketing costs, 
Burlington town employees

IN RECORD TIME 
IN WAKEFIELD 

“The Wakefield Annual 
Town Meeting opened and 
completed 26 Articles in one 
evening,” notes the Wakefield 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle. 

“Town Moderator William 
Carroll, Town Administrator 
Stephen Maio, —_ School 
Superintendent Joan Landers 
and Finance Committee 
Chairman Dan Sherman were 
the principal presenters in one 
of the more congenial Town 
Meetings in memory. The 
highlight was the approval of 
the Feasibility Study for the 
Galvin Middle School. 

“Article 22 was presented 
by Maio and Landers and they 
explained the Massachusetts 


School Building Authority pro- 
gram for grants to facilitate 
the building of a new middle 
school building. 

“The SBA came to the 
Galvin and saw the need for a 
new or restored structure. 
Wakefield completed all of the 
necessary forms and qualified 
to take part in the program. 

“In order to proceed, the 
Town Meeting had to pass the 
permission to expend $686,400 
for the Feasibility study and a 
mandated Owners Project 
Manager. The formulas were 
explained and Wakefield 
would gain a $52,800,000 new 
middle school. The cost for 
the study is $686,400, but a 
reimbursement of at least 
$353,702 would be received. 
Board of Selectmen Al Turco 
advised that if the entire proj- 
ect were approved it would 
mean approximately $165 tax 
increase would be seen for the 
average homeowner. 

“There was a limited dis- 
cussion and with a two-thirds 
vote required, there was a 
unanimous vote in favor of 
going for the study and a 
pleased Superintendent and 
community 

“...The meeting was a suc- 
cess in that all of the Articles 
were endorsed for favorable 
action by the Finance 
Committee and every Article 
voted on passed. The entire 
meeting was completed in a 
matter of hours and there 
were no disagreements among 
those in attendance...”

The No. 2 UMass Lowell 
River Hawks took home the 
Northeast-10 Regular Season 
title last week with a 10-0 win 
over the Hawks of Saint 
Anselm College. With the win, 
UMass Lowell improves to 20- 
0 overall, tying the program's 
record for most wins in a sin- 
gle season, last accomplished 
in 2005 (20-3) and 2008 (20-5) 

They captured the NE-10 
Regular Season title with an 
unblemished 10-0 record in 
conference action and have 
earned the top seed in this 
year's conference tourna- 
ment. With the loss, the 
Hawks finish their season at 2- 
14 overall and 2-8 in NE-10 
play. 

With the win, the River 
Hawks captured their first 
NE-10 Regular Season 
Championship since 2008 and 
third in the last four years. 
The title is UMass Lowell's 
fourth Regular Season crown 
in program history (2005, 07, 
08, 10). 

SENIOR __ FORWARD 
SAMMY ____ MACY 
(TEWKSBURY, __MASS.) 
recorded a hat trick tonight, 
breaking the program record 
for points in a single season, 
finishing tonight's game with 
68 points (27g, 14a) on the 
year. The record was previous- 
ly set by Macy herself, during 
her sophomore campaign in 
2008, with 64 points (28g, 8a). 

Freshman goalkeeper 
Melanie Hopkins (Harwich,
